Some Time after, as many more arrived of feveral 
Profeffions and Trades ; fo that the whole Number 
in the Summer of 178-g amounted to about 8 or 
g0oo Perfons of feveral ProfefGions and Trades, 


Upon thefe Tables, Mr. Centcculi, I cannot help 
obferving, that we do not fee one fingle Mark or 
Charaeriftic of wealthy and opulent Families, or 
of Perfons that were likely to promote among us 
any new ManufaCtures, or open any new Sources of 
Commerce. Of the Men, almoft Two-thirds were 
Husbandmen and Vine-dreflers, We are not told, 
indeed, how many of the former, and how many 
of the latter, but the ranking them together, is a 
Proof, that they were of much the fame Eftimation 
in their own Country. 


As to Husbandmen, Employment mig)it doubt- 
lefs be found for them in fome Parts of Great 
Britain, provided all the Waftes and Commons 
were to be broken up and cultivated. This, how- 
ever, is a thing we are not to expect in the prefent 
Age, when fo many Privileges are held by the 
Right of Free-pafture on thofe otherwife ulcleis 
Lands. 


And as to Vine-dreffers, I do not fee of what 
ufe they can be in England, where it has been found 
upon repeated Experiment, that Vines are not pro- 
ducible, at leaft in any confiderable Quantity. Our 
Soil and Sun will not fuffice to give us even the 
thin and r Produce of the Rhine, the Maine, 
or the Mofelle. And it was upon the two former 
of thefe Rivers, that the Vine-dreflers in queftion 
had been chiefly employed. 


As to the 427 Men of other Trades, we do not 
find any one among them, that can be confidered 
as a valuable Acquifition to England. German 
School-mafters we do not want, unlefs we are to be 
all Germanized. Weavers both of Linenand Wool- 
len, we have, I think, more already than can at 
prefent find Employment. And were we to inquire 
among all the other Trades enumerated in the 
Table, we fhould certainly be informed, that there 
are already more than enough in every one of them. 


But to remove all Doubt, and prevent 2!l Con- 
troverfy, concerning the Benefits received from that 
Importation of Foreigners, I fhall next trantcribe 
from the fame Traét, fuch Authorities as are 1n- 
difputable, to thew, that we really acquired only a 
Generation of Beggars, who immediately became 
burthenfome to the whole Community. ‘This may 
ferve for an Anfwer to thofe Gentlemen who 
roundly affirm, that none but Perfons of affluent 
Fortune can avail themfelves of an AQ of a general 
Naturalization. ans

Churches and Meetings, and otherwife, within this 

County, as foon as your Majefty thal! think &t to 

grant it, will be effectual to raife a confiderable 

Sum for their prefent Relief. All which we humbly 

fubmit to your Majefty’s great Wifdom ; and we 

thall, as in Duty bound, ever pray. 





At the Court of St. James’s, June 16, 1609. Pre- 
fent the Queen's moft Excellent Adajefty in Council. 


PON reading this Day, at the Board, the 
: humble Petition of the Juftices of Peace 
for the County of Adiddlefex, at the General Sef- 
lions of the Peace for the faid County ; reprefenting 
to her Majefty the great Wants and Neceffities of 
{everal thoufand Germans of the Proteftant Reli- 
cion, who being opprefled by the Exaétions of the 
french in their own Country, have fed for Refuge 
‘Sto this Kingdom, and muft have perifhed, had 
Not her Majeity’s generous and feafonable Bounty 
Telieved t} And humbly offering, That for 
their farther Relief and Subfiftence, a Brief may be 
'fued for the Coile&ion of the Charity of well- 
difpofed Perfons within the faid County. Her Ma- 
jelly, out of her tender Regard and Compaftion to 
thefe poor People, is pleafed to condefcend ihere- 
unto, and to order, that the Right Houcurable the 
Loid Chancellor of Great Britain, do caufe Let- 
ters Patents to be prepared and pafled under the 
Great Seul for that Purpofe, ec. 


Accordingly a Prief was granted by her Majefty 
for the Relief, Subfiftence, and Settlement, of the 
poor diftrelied Paletimes, which, after a neceflary 
Preamble, ran to this Effet; 


7 NOW ye, That of our fpecial Grace, and 
princely Compaflion, we have given and 
granted to the faid poor Palatines, and to their 
Deputy or Deputies, the Bearer and Bearers thereof, 
full Power, Licence and Authority, to ask, col- 
leét, and receive the’ Alms and charirable Beneyo= 
lence of our loving Subje&ts ; not only Houfhclders, 
but alfo Servants, Strangers, Lodver:, and others, 
in all the Cities, Towns, Villages, &c. in our 
Kingdom of England, &c. We likewife purpofing 
to caufe the like Licence and Authoriry to be 
granted in relation to all our loving Subjeéts in 
Scotland. And we do requireall Partons, Vicars, 
Curates, Teachers, and Preachers, of every feparate 
Congregation, to read the faid brief in their feveral 
Churches and Congregations, and earneftly to ex- 
hort their Auditors to a liberal Contribution of 
their Charity to the faid poor Palatines And that 
the Minifter, and Church-wardens of every Parifh, 
fhall go from Houfe to Houfe to ask and receive 
from their Parifhioners their chriftian and charitable 
Contributions. 

And we do hereby authorize and appoint the 
Lord Arcbbifhop of Canterbury, the Lord High 
Chancellor, Lord High Treafurer, &c. (with a 
great Number of other Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral, Knights, Gentlemen, &c,) to be Truftces 
and Receivers of the faid Charity, &c. and to 
difpofe and diftribute the Money which fhall be 
collected, in fuch manner as fhall be found neceflary 
and convenient, for the better Employment and 
Settlement of the poor Pa/atines, or making Con- 
traéts in their behalf, or by any other lawful Means 
and Ways whatfoever, &c. 


In Purfuance of this Brief, the following Order 
was publifhed, 
Whitehall, Fuly 20, 1709. 
Y Order of the Right Honourable the Lords 
and others, her Majefty’s Commiffioners for 
receiving and dilpoling of the Money to be colleéted 
for the Subliftence and Settkement of the poor Pa- 
latines, Notice is hereby given, That they will hold 
their General Meeting at Doctor’s-Commons every 
Wednefday, at Four in the Afternoon. Notice is 
hereby likewife given, That the faid Commiffioners 
are come to a Refolution for difpofing and feetling 
as many of the faid Palatines as conveniently they 
can, in North Britain and Ireland, and. the Plan- 
tations; and that they will, at their Committee, 
receive Propofals in order thereunto, 


Notice is likewife given, That any Mafters of 
Ships, trading in the Coal, or other Coaft Trade,

are at Liberty to employ fuch of the faid Palatines 
as are willing to ferve them on board fuch Ships ; 
and that fuch Mafters may apply themfelves to a 
Perfon appointed to attend at the feveral Places 
where the faid Palatines now are for that Purpofe. 


Thefe authentic Pieces, fele&ted from many others 
on the fame Subjeé, contain, I think, undeniable 
Teftimonies of the foiiowing Particulars : 


1. That it appeared in 1709, when thefe W retches 
were brought over, tho’ that was the 8th Year of a 
moft bloody and devouring War, that we did not 
want any Supply of Foreigners to recruit the Lofles 
that had been fuftained of Native Britons. 


II. That the Government was greatly perplexed, 
upon the Arrival of only 8 or go00 People, to 
know how to difpofe of them: And could find no 
better Method than by diftributing them in the re- 
mote Parts of Scotland and Ireland, and our Colo- 
nies on the American Continent, where there is no 
Reftraint for want of Room. 


III. That the People themfelves did not any of 
them knew, what Means to take for a Livelihood ; 
none of them exercifing any Art, Miftery, or Pro- 
feflion, that was not before fufficiently provided with 
Englifb Workmen. 


And here I may add, from the Palatines State of 
their own Cafe, which I have not tranfcribed, that 
their Arrival immediately caufed a mighty Clamour 
among our Englifh Labourers and Artificers, who 
thought of no lefs than having the Bread taken out 
of their Mouths by Foreigners: For They hum- 
bly intreat all Tradefmen not to repine at the good 
Difpofition of her facred Majefty, and the Nobility 
and Gentry, but with great Compaffion join with 
them in their charitable Difpofition, &c. We alfo 
intreat you, fay they, to lay afide all Reflections and 
Imprecations and ill Language againft us; for that 
is contradidtory to a Chriftian Spirit.” 


Now, if you can fpy any Reafons, good Mr. 
Argus, with your Hundred-Eyes, why the fame 
Thing that has once happened, may not be expect- 
ed to happen again, in exactly the fame Circum- 
ftances, I beg you will communicate them, to 
fatisfy Thoufands, who are as yet diffatisfied. If 
you know of no fuch Reafons, I doubt not, but 
you will accept of thefe Extraéts and Remarks, as 
extremely pertinent at this Time, from an old 
Friend and conftant Reader, who defires to be

Between Ten and Eleven o’Clock on Wednefday 
Night died at Leicefter-Houfe, the moft High, 
Puiflant, and moft Illuftrious Prince Frederick- 
Lewis, (eldeft Son of our moft Gracious Sovereign 
George the Second, whom God long preferve) 
Prince of Great Britain, Electoral Prince of Brunf- 
wick-Lunenburgh, Prince of Wales, Duke of 





Cornwall and Rothfay, Duke of Gloucefter and 
Edinburgh, Marquis the Ifle of Ely, Earl of 
Chefter, Carrick and Eltham, Vifcount of Laun- 
cefton, Baron of Renfew and Snawdort, Lord of 
the Ifles, Steward of Scotland, &c. ; 

This moft Excellent and dearly beloved Prince was 
born on the 20th of January, 1706-7 5 and on the 
27th of April 1736, martied the Princefs Augufta of 
Saxe-Gotha. Her Royal Highnefs, notwithftand- 
ing fhe is fome Months advanced in her Pregnancy, 
fat up with her late Confort every Night, and had 
not her Cloaths off for feven Nights. By this Lady 
his Royal Highnefs has left Iffue five Sons, viz. 
Prince George, who is in his 13th Year, who fuc- 
ceeds his Royal Father as Heir Apparent to the 
Crown of thefe Realms, &c. ; Prince Edward- Au- 
guftus ; Prince William-Henry ; Prince Henry- 
Frederick ; and Prince Frederick-William: And 
three Daughters, viz. Princefs Augufta ; Princefs 
Elizabeth-Caroline ; Princefs Louifa-Anne. _ 

At Nine his Royal Highnefs thought himfelf 
much better, and told Dr. Wilmot he might go 
home, but a little after Ten he complained of a 
violent Pain in his Breaft, and died in lefs than a 
Quarter of an Hour. His Body was opened on Thurf- 
day, and there was found a large Abfcefs formed 
upon the Lungs, which burft, and is fuppofed to 
be the immediate Caufe of his Death. 

We hear that an A& will be brought into Parlia- 
ment for ere€ting a Turnpike on the new Road 
leading from Weftminfter Bridge, to Newington 
in Surry.

Veflels broke from their Anchors, aud ran foul of 
each other, by which great Damage was done to the 
Shipping. Several Craft were fung in the River, 
particularly two Lighters, laden with Coals for the 
Tower, were caft away near Rotherhith, and one 
of the Men drowned.

As the Circumftances attending the Robbery of 


pretty extraordinary, the Relation of the Particu- 
lars may not be unacceptible to our Readers. A 
Journeyman, who had lived with him about two
